Captain J. H. Ailers,the pilot who brought 
the Canard steamer Scythia into port on 


Tuesday evening, brings news of a wreck 
which is floating bottom upward sever. ! 
hundred miles off the coast, with the 
corpses of her crew still in her cabin and 
forecas'le. in Allers be to pilot 
boat Pet, bn eee on Sunday tants as 
cruising in search of one of the incoming 
Earopean steemship« At four o'cloct. 
when in latitude 41° 30 and lorgitude +4” 
30’, one of the crew. who was keeping a 
jiookout at the foremast bead, observed en 
object which at first appeared to be a 
ship's boat with some one in it. He 
rep rted this to Captain Allers. It was 
nearly dark when che Pet came within a 
sbort distance of the strange object, whic 
proved tobe a vessel of about 125 tons, 
floating bottom upward. There was no cop- 
per on the bot'om, which was covered with 
coal tar instead. The Pet hove toand a boat 
was launched, and Captain Allers and two 
men ric alo gsidethe wreck. On her stern 
could be made out the word “Giadiator,”’ 
the Jast few lettersof which had become 
nearly obliterated Under the name was 
“N.S,” meaning Nova Scotia. The letters 
were paisted in white upun a dark ground. 
A terrible stench was noticed, and 
the boat row-d around w the sows 
of the vessel, where a horrible sicht met 
the view of the three men. The dead body 
of a man, entangied in a line which hung 
from the jib guys, was floating by the bow- 
eprit. It was bloated andthe flesh had 
dropped away from the skeleton hands and 
feet. It was fast decom posing, and although 
it Was lifted up, the line still remained fast 
tow. Thebody was covered with a waite 
shirt and ordinary pantaloons. It was 
probably the body of the captain or mate, 
for none of the sailors on board vessels of 
that size ever wear white shirts at sea. 
Toe stench from the. body was so sick- 
ening that the men were obliged to let it 
drop back into the water again. Captain 
Allers thought this ill tated wreck should 
be ecuttied, especially as it lay directly in 
the track of ocean steamships. Tne boat 
rowed back to the Pet, where an axe was 
procured. Again the three men came 
alongside the Gladiator, and one of them 
clim to the bottom of the wreck, a line 
having first been made fast to him, so that he 
could dragged on board the boat if ne- 
cessary. Afver great difficuity a holeabout 
four feet by two was chopped near the 
water mark In order tolet in theair. The 
frightful stench which proceeded from the 
bold left no doubt that the decomposed re 
mains of the greater part of the crew were 
still on board. Uneof the men nearly 
fainted and the effect upon the other 
two was so sickening that they were 
com pelled to leave the wreck.

‘The appointment of electors is placed 
absolutely aud wholly witb the legislatuies 
of the several states They may be chosen 
by the legislature, or the legisia'ure may 
provide that they shall be elected by the 
people of the state at large, or in districts, 
a8 are members ot congress, which was the 
case formerly in many states; and it is, no 
doubt, competent for the legislature to au- 
thorize the governor or the supreme court 
of the state, or any other agent of its will, 
to appoiut these electors This wer is 
conferred upon the legislatures of the states 
by the constitution of the United States, 
and cannot be taken from them or modi 
fied by their state constitutions, 
any more than can their ywer 
to elect senators of the nited 
states. Whatever provisions may be made 
by statute or by the state constitution to 
choose electors by the people, there is no 
doubt of the right of the legislature to re- 
sume the power at any time, for it can 
neither be taken away nor abdicated. In 
the early presidential elections the electors 
were chosen in many states by the legisia 
tures, and as late as 1824 in Delaware, Geor- 
gia, South Carolina, Louisiana, New York 
and Vermont they were chosen by the leg- 
islatures, and South Carolina continued this 
practice up to the war of the rebellion.’

With a courage born 
of cor. sc'ous rectitude, and which challenges gen 
eral admiration, he tas not hesitated to 
go into the strongholds of his ae- 
cusers and meet them face to face 
to answer these slanders upon him, and he has so 
far succeeded in forcivg his traducers to virtually 
acknowledge their own disbelief in the charges 
they utter by co .fessing that though they make 
such charges they do not believe him to be a cor- 
rupt or bad, but only a weak man. The pésition 
occupied by the governor ‘must ay peal strongly to 
thets nse of chivalry which exists in the heart of 
every true man, and will make thousands of hi- 
fellow citizens feel it personally incun bent on 
them to express at the polls their disapproval of 
the course of his opponents.

Garficid as Perjurer. 

If by any possibility the republicans 
could have muzzled Judge Black after the 
publication of his letter in which he 
stated that the case against Garfield 
“lacks the scienter which alone consti- 
“tutes guilt,” they would have been in a 
much better condition for the prosecu- 
tion of a campaign which has in it so few 
of the elements of success. Fortunately 
for the understanding of the people, 
Judge Black has not been muzzled, and 
certain facts bearing upon Garfield’s cor- 
rupt practices as a congressman have 
been pressed upon his attention with 
such energy that he has been com pelled 
to notice them in a public manner. 

Ths truth is, Judze Black has discov- 
ered and acknowledged that Garfield, so 
tar as his connection with the credit 
mobilier business is concerned, is guilty 
of “fundamental falsehood.” ‘Thisis not 
a very mild term to apply toa man who 
has any character to lose, but it is a very 
mild term to apply to Garfield. Judge 
Black says that the republican candidate 
unquestionably took the credit mobilier 
stock and received dividends upon it. 
He not only admitted this fact to his con- 
fidentiai friend and adviser, but made no 
attempt to conceal it; and yet when 
called before the Poland committee, he 
denied that he bad ever owned any stock 
of the credit mobilier or that he had ever 
received any dividend therefrom.

Nevertheless, the credit 
mobilier swindle was exposed in the 
house in 1867 by Elihu B. Washburne, 
and the. whole nature and character of 
the concern was as well known then as it 
is now. The year afterwards the bribery 
of members of congress was consum- 
mated by Oakes Ames, and among those 
bribed was Mr. Garticid. The latter 


was a member of the house in 1867, when 
the exposure was wade, and voted 
on every proposition in connection there- 
with. The year afterwards he became 
the recipient of the bribe. He was 
guilty of a “fundamental falsehood” 
when he impressed Judge Black that he 
took the stock in ignorance of the nature 
and character of the thing Mr, Ames pro- 
posed to sell.
